St. Loris, Oct. is.—Chief of Poltco 


Harrigan is in receipt of a telegrram 
from the sheriff of lloimes county, 
Miss., in regard to the negro George 
\Vil]t&mi, alias Turner Bold en, arrested 
here last Saturday ntpht, on suspicion 
of being implicated in the murder of 
Josie Simmons, The Mississippi sheriff 
states that he does not know ot sueh a 
msn being wanted *or shooting ft nrnn 
in Emory, near Lexington, but that he 
will investigate further and make o 
later report. This leaves Williams in 
rather a bad position, as he told the 
story of the Emory shooting to account 
for his being in hiding in St. Lotus last 
week, and for his panic when the offi- 
cers arrested him. He had also failed 
to prove a clear alibi on the day of the 
murder of Josie Simmons, The police 
will now investigate his story even 
more closely than has been done here- 
tofore. The two hoys, IVillie Winkle 
and Toe Pruitt, who saw a nejrro sneak- 
ing away from the Simmons house 
about 4:30 on the day of tht; murder, 
will be brought face to face with 
Williams to see if they can identify him 
as the man whom they claim to have 
sden ^t that time. They have already 
statcil 1 hat they got a good loolt at the 
negi'o, and the meeting between them 
andticor^c \Villiams, the coloretl sus* 
pcct now held, should be an interesting 
one.
